Playing  tag  in  tbe  town 
square  of  Yabucao,  a  small  town 
near  the  southeast  tip  of  the 
island,  two  decades  ago  was  a 
y  who  had  an  awareness  that 
God  had  a  plan  for  his  life.  Lit¬ 
tle  Mario  Ibarra  didn't  know  the 
Liord  Jesus,  but  he  did  know 
that  tbe  Lord  is  powerful  and 
that  the  Lord  had  given  him  the 
voice  of  a  song  bird  and  a  sharp 
mind  for  some  purpose.  Maybe 
the  Lord  wants  me  to  be  a  Cath¬ 
olic  priest,  he  thought  in  those 
sunny  childhood  days. 

Then  with  adolescence  came 
dark  clouds  of  doubt  and  confu¬ 
sion.  Mario  sought  peace  in 
the  quest  of  the  mind.  His  hun¬ 
ger  for  learning  brought  him  to 
the  University  of  Puerto  Rico 
where  he  studied  philosophy.  Af¬ 
ter  his  third  year  at  the  univet- 
sity  his  school  days  were  inter¬ 
rupted  by  wedding  bells.

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.  (BNS)— ' 
The  Bureau  of  the  Budget  baa' 
Informed  the  House  Committee 
on  Interstate  and  Foreign  Com-^ 
merce  that  the  administration* 
will  oppose  enactment  of  legis¬ 
lation  designed  to  set  up  special  | 
Federal  studies  of  alcoholism. 

Auistant  Budget  Director  Phil¬ 
lip  S.  Hughes  has  advised  the^ 
committee  that  “alcoholism  is 
not  considered  a  disease  entity 
itself."’ 

He  suggested  that  necessary 
studies  into  its  causes,  preven- 
tioiL  and  cure  can  be  conducted  i 
by  the  National  Institute  of  Men- ' 
U1  Health  and  other  agencies  of 
the  National  Institutes  o  f 
Health,  Bethesda,  Md.,  under  ex¬ 
isting  legislation. 

The  adverse  report  was  dellv- 
.ered  on  H.  R.  1293,  a  bill  Intro¬ 
duced  by  Rep.  George  Huddles¬ 
ton  Jr.  (D.-Ala.)  which  would  es¬ 
tablish  a  Medical  Advisory  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Alcoholism  to  work 
with  the  U.  S.  Public  Health  Ser¬ 
vice  and  the  Institutes  of  Health 
to  formulate  plans  and  programs 
for  treating  and  preventing  alco¬ 
holism.  The  administration’s  op¬ 
position  will  apparently  extend 
to  a  number  of  proposals  intro¬ 
duced  in  (he  current  ses.sion  of 
Congress. 

Bess  DIsappoIntiiicnt 

Rap.  Huddleston,  expressing 
disappointment  with  the  stand 
of  the  Budget  Bureau,  said  he 
disagrees  that  adequate  atten¬ 
tion  is  now  being  given  alcohol¬ 
ism  as  a  public  health  problem 
and  "will  do  alt  J  can  to  have 
this  blit  favorably  conildartd  by 
the  Congress.”

Two  Groups  Active 

“In  addition,”  he  added,  “we 
are  advised  that  two  important 
private  groups,  the  Division  of' 
Medical  Sciences  of  the  Nation¬ 
al  Academy  of  Sciences  and  the 
North  American  Association  of 
Alcoholism  Prevention  are  ac¬ 
tively  sponsoring  broad  pro¬ 
grams  in  this  field.” 

“Accordingly,  while  the  Bu¬ 
reau  of  the  Budget  agree#  with 
the  general  objectives  of  the 
proposed  legislation,"  he  said, 
“it  is  believed  that  existing  or- 
ganixatlon  and  authority  is  ado- 
quate '  to  conduct  needed  pro¬ 
grams  in  the  field  of  chronic  al¬ 
coholism  and  enactment  of  new 
legislation  is  not  recommended.” 

Religious  and  temperance  oi^ 
ganliatloni  concerned  with  the 
problem  of  alcohollim  have  giv¬ 
en  strong  support  to  the  propos¬ 
als  for  a  broad  Federal  study 
In  the  field,  pointing  out  with 
9,000,000  victims,  and  lOOJWO 
deaths  a  year  attributed  In
